HELP FOR THE COTTON far- 
mer — The Alabama cotton far- 
mer isn't getting a fair break 
under the present cotton acre- 
age allotment program, I’m try- 
ing to do something about it, 
When acreage allotments were 
cut, the Alabama farmers were 
assigned only 64.9 percent of 
their 1946 to 1950 average, On a 
mational average, the 1957 cot- 
ton acreage allotment is 804 
percent of the acreage on an 
average annual basis for those 
years. This is 20 percent more 
than Alabama 

In order to try to make up 
this loss to the Alabama farm- 
ers, I introduced a bill this week 
that would pay them through 
the Soil Bank for cotton acre- 
age which they have lost to the 
other states since 1950. My bill 
would direct the Secretary of 
Agriculture to set up a “farm 
base acreage” for each old cot- 
ton farm. This base would go 
into the soil bank. And cotton 
farmers would be paid through 


the Agriculture Department to 
make allotments. on the basis 
af an exact land survey if the 
farmer requests them to do so, 


instead of on a “rough estt- 


mate,"

ers for acreage they have lost 
without adding a single bale of 
cotton to the nation’s surplus.

‘Garbage Disposal Levy Ties Into 


It might seem peculiar to some readers 
to start an editorial on the proposed gar- 
bage collection. fee with a discussion of 
sewage, water supply, police and fire pro- 
tection and better streets. But money to 
finance all of these services comes out ot 
the same pot so funds spent providing one 
function obviously can’t be used on anoth- 
er, 

In determining whether or not they 
will fight or accept the levy on garbage 
disposal services now being considered by 
the council, residents should ask them- 
selves if necessary standards have been 
reached in other municipal functions. To be 
remembered is that fact that no matter 
who is mayor or on the council, the ability 
to provide service hinges mainly on the 
amount of money available. 

Families and businessmen who will 
have to pay the garbage disposal fee should 
sit down and figure out how much they 
have contributed to the expenses of run- 
ning Elba’s government and determine if 
they have gotten back an equivalent value 
in services. A property owner who pays 
nothing but an ad valorem tax contributes 
less than 10c of every dollar spent by the 
city. He really gets a bargain. However, if 
that same person drives a car and buys gas 
in town and smokes cigarettes with the 

, Elba tax stamp on them, his contribution 
'goes up considerably.

guarantee as to how long it will remain in 
service, will cost between $2,000 and $3,000. 

Overall, last fiscal year the city spent 
over $83,000 and at the end of the 12- 
month period had a cash balance of only 
$2,500. Around $15,800 was spent on addi- 
tions to city property and equipment, such 
as a new truck for the street department 
and over $7,000 worth of sewer lines. 

With a budget that remains about the 
same as last year, the mayor and council 
don’t have too much money with which to 
finance improvements. Already this year 
an expensive sewer line was put in on Sun- 
set Boulevard and city equipment has start- 
ed digging a line from Gardner Clark's 
corner up Tucker Avenue. This eventually 
must reach the colored school and colored 
housing project. It will cost several thous- 
and dollars even with city equipment and 
personnel doing the job.
